Denial cf All Form of Redress. 


Before the vote was taken W inston 
Spencer Churchill, the home secretary, 
said that the adoption of the clause 
was 
imp* rative, because 
there 
had 
come about complete paralysis of the 
working constitution and denial of all 
form of redress to those who did not 
belong to the Conservative party. The 
safeguards which the clause It ft the 
house of lords for delay and revision, 
he said, would still place the Liberals 
under great disabilities as compared 
w ith the Conservatives. That was th 
reason why reform of the house of 
lords should follow as the complement 
of the parliam ent bill. 
Later, by the aid of closure, the re­ 
maining clauses, 
4, r> and 6, were 
adopted without amendment by large 
majorities. 
Clause 4 provided that “ nothing in 
this act shall diminish or qualify the 
existing rights and privileges of the 
house of commons.” 
Clause 5 provides for the duration 
of parliament, reading: 
“ F ive years 
shall be substituted for seven years 
as the time fixed for the maximum du­ 
ration of parliam ent under the sep­ 
tennial act, 1715.” 
Clause 6 declares: “ This act may be 
cited as the parliam ent act, 1910.”

The nex t few y ears will be an im­ 
portant period in the material devel­ 
opment of the city of Rrainerd. The 
duties imposed upon 
y our depart­ 
ment. and upon my department by 
the electors of this city are import­ 
ant and demand our most serious con­ 
sideration. 
That the 
people have 
confidence In y our willingness to un­ 
dertake this task, and to give these 
q uestions y our most careful study and 
intelligent judgment, is attested by 
the splendid majorities that y ou have 
received In y our election. 
I share in 
tiiis feeling of satisfaction at y our 
election, and 1 assume the duties of 
the office of may or with a feeling of 
confidence that my humble efforts to 
administer the affairs of the people 
of Rrainerd will meet 
with 
y our 
hearty co-operation. 
The most important function of a 
municipal organization Is the conser­ 
vation of the public health. 
Pure 
air, pure water, clean food, and a 
sanitary sewer sy stem are most es­ 
sential to maintain a healthy public 
community . 
Nature has provided us 
with plenty of pure air and it costs 
us nothing to obtain it in sufficient 
q uantities. 
The city owns and op­ 
erates its own water plant and ob­ 
tains its supply of water from the 
Mississippi river. 
This source of wa­ 
ter supply has so often been con­ 
demned by eminent authorities that 
we should at once proceed to take 
the proper steps to eliminate this 
danger to public health, and to pro­ 
vide the people of Rrainerd. our cus­ 
tomers, with an adeq uate supply of 
pure water ample for th e present and 
future needs of the city . 
Reports 
and recommendations of several en­ 
gineers have been made to the coun­ 
cil in the last few y ears. 1 would rec­ 
ommend that they he at once taken 
up and considered by y our honorable 
body . 
While we consider the q ues­ 
tion of an adeq uate source of pure 
water supply , due consideration must 
also be given to the demands and re­ 
q uirements of new water main ex ten­ 
sions to territory not now supplied. 
This is necessary for both domestic 
use and for fire protection. 
While 
the initial ex pense will be large our j 
subseq uent revenues will he increased, j 
The m a tter of providing the peo- j 
pie with clean food is also a function I 
th at a municipality owes the public. 
Through proper regulation and in­ 
spection of our 
dairies, 
slaughter. | 
houses, meat and grocery stores, by 
the board of health, much can be 
done to promote the health of in­ 
fants, as well as 
of 
adults. 
The 
death rate among infants traced to 
impure 
milk 
is 
appalling. 
What 
holds good as to milk also holds good 
as to other articles of food. 
Your predecessors have taken steps 
to add several new sewer districts, 
have let the contracts for the same 
and it becomes y our duty to see that 
the same is properly constructed, and 
to provide the money necessary for 
the cost of the same. 
Our parks should be 
the 
play 
ground for the y oung as well as the 
old. 
The more we live in the open 
air the healthier we are. 
Ample 
space should be provided in our parks 
for the various athletic sports along 
with resting places and beauty spots. 
A comprehensive plan of parks for 
the entire city should lie adopted and 
completed 
in an 
economical 
but 
speedy manner. 
For the general convenience and 
necessity of the public, street lamps 
should be installed and lighted at an 
early date.. 
It must he our aim. as it 
is our duty , to give the people more 
and cheaper lights consistent with 
good service. 
While we have a ten 
y ear contract with the Toltz com­ 
pany to furnish us with electric cur­ 
rent. now is the time to look to the 
future and prepare for the req uire­ 
ments and needs of the city at the 
end of the contract period. 
We all 
know that it takes time to get the 
necessary municipal legislation, to 
discuss and adopt the proper plans 
best suited to the interests of all the 
people. 
In the city engineering department 
we need a tabulation of the ex isting 
records consisting mainly of some 
sewer profiles in the clerk’s office. 
All should he redrawn to a uniform 
scale, all elevations 
referred 
to a 
common datum and not, as has been 
customary , each job by itself. 
We 
need a sy stem of bench marks and 
monuments throughout the city , so 
that all work done will be referred 
to the same lines and elevations. The 
sewer and water sy stems should he 
located and maps and profiles made, 
so th at builders will not have to tear 


up a large portion of the street in or­ 
der to find 
the 
connections. 
We 
should have profiles of all the streets, 
and grades established, so that in lo­ 
cating the grade line for walks, we 
will not have a repetition of the con­ 
dition found in a number 
of 
our 
walks, higher on one side 
of 
the 
street than on the other, and 
the 
grade 
line running 
through 
one 
block so notleably different from the 
nex t, as to ruin the looks of our 
streets. 
The almost total absence of 
records in this department makes It! 
hard to estimate the 
ex pense 
for | 
placing this departm ent on a business 1 
like 
basis, 
however, I recommend ! 
that some steps be taken to place the 
records of this office in an intelligent ! 
and permanent form. 
Fire protection is also an Import­ 
ant 
municipal function. 
Consider-j 
ing the crude fire apparatus we have. I 
our fire department is as good as that j 
of any other city of the same size. 1 
The direct sy stem of pumping water 
is considered to be superior for the 
purpose of fighting fire 
than 
any 
j 
steain engine service. 
Rut it ought 
to be supplemented with a combin- i 
atlon chemical, 
book 
and 
ladder 
truck. 
Most of the fires are in the j 
upper stories of our buildings and ; 
cannot, as readily , be reached with 
the former as with the latter sy stem. 
However, before we purchase any ad­ 
ditional fire apparatus we ought to 
have a suitable building to house the 
same. 
The present building is only 
an old wooden shell, good enough in 
its time, hut in which it is now im­ 
possible to dry hose in the winter.
